Death of H. R. Mighels. 


The melancholy news has been re- 
ceived of the death of Hon. Henry R. 
Mighels, the brilliant and versatile 
editor of the Carson Appeal. His 
death took place at 11:30 night bo- 
tere last and was caused by 
cancer of the stomach. In him the 
newspapor profession leses one of its 
ablest pens, and society a bright, brave 
and gifted member. The following 


Carson Tribune: 

Mr. Mighels was born in Minot, 
Maine. e came to California from 
Ohio in 1850, and began his news- 

career in 1856, associating him- 
self with the California press and con- 
tinuing editorial duty until the break- 
ing out of the war. He was commis- 
sioned an assistant adjutant-general 
in the U. 8. volunteer service b 
President Lincoln, April 14, 1862,

4 Petersburg. June 18, 1864. 
He urned to California in the 
spring of 1865. Came to Carson in 
May of that year, and has been the 
editor of the Carson Daily A 
since its foundation in May, 1865. 
In 1868 he was elected state printer 
af Nevada, ss a Republican. as re- 
nominated for that effice by his party 
in 1870, and defeated by Charles Par 
kins. Was eleoted to the house of 
assembly of the legislature of Neveda 
in November, 1876, and was unani- 
mously chesen er ef the house 
for the eighth session of that body. 
In 1878 he was a candidate upon the 
Republican state ticket for lieutenant 
vernor, and was defeated by Hon. 
ewett W. Adams.
